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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Applicants' amendment filed May 16, 2007 is acknowledged. Claims 
1-6, 9-12 and 32-34 are deleted. Claims 35-36 are amended. Claims 7-8 and 13- 
31 are withdrawn. Now, Claims 35-36 are pending for consideration. 

2. Claim objections) in the previous Office Action (Paper No. 012007) is/are 
removed. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. code not included in this action 
can be found in prior Office Action(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 35-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claim 35, the structure contains extra symbols of "(" and ")". 
Claim 36 recites the limitation " R'" " in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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In Claim 36, the structure contains extra symbols of "(" and ")". 

5. Rejection of Claims 35-36 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, is maintained 
because the rejection is adequately set forth in paragraph 7 of Paper No. 012007. 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The 
focus argument related to the core patentability is discussed below. 

For Applicants' argument (Remarks, page 8), Examiner is still not able to 
find the basis for the specific structures recited in the instant claims because of the 
oxyalkylene moieties, the subscripts, etc. For example, x and y described in the 
specification (page 5, lines 30-31) appear to refer to the number of carbosilane A 
and that of carbosiloxane B, respectively. However, x and y in the instant claims 
have different meanings than those set forth in the specification.
